Plant  Sale  Offers  Choice  Varieties 


Hundreds  of  different  choice 
species  and  cultivars  of  plants  will 
be  offered  for  sale  at  the  annual 
NHS  Plant  Sale,  Center  for  Urban 
Horticulture,  3501  N.E.  41st  St., 
Seattle,  on  October  2nd  and  3rd. 

The  sale  opens  on  Friday  from 
9:30  am  to  6  pm  and  continues  on 
Saturday  from  9:30  am  to  2  pm. 

Co-chairs  for  the  event  are  Mrs. 
Frederick  W.  Hayes,  Medina,  and 
Mr.  Philip  Simpson,  Redmond. 

The  sale  has  become  known 
throughout  the  Northwest  as  a 
“treasure  house”  of  fine  plants  for 
landscaping  or  for  adding  to  garden 
collections. 

More  than  60  genera  of  rock 
garden  plants  and  ground  covers 
alone  are  represented  with  several 
species  each.  On  the  list  are  nine 
Saxifrages,  12  Primulas,  seven 
Lewisias  and  nine  Drabas  and  many 
other  special  subjects,  including 
Meconopsis  betonicifolia,  the  fam¬ 
ed  blue  poppy. 

Over  38  ferns  are  listed  with  one 
“probably  a  one  time  offering,” 
according  to  Sue  Olsen,  Fern  Chair. 
“ Marsilea  quadrifolia  at  first 
glance  looks  dreadfully  like  the 
clover  we  all  wish  away  from  our 
lawns  and  is  in  fact  commonly  call¬ 
ed  the  “clover  fern.”  Most 
“unfernlike”  in  appearance,  it  is, 
however,  extremely  useful  for  the 
water  gardener  as  it  can  be  planted 
in  a  pond  or  the  surrounding  wet 
environs  where  the  clover-like 
fronds  will  spread  ornamentally 
over  the  bog  or  water’s  surface.  The 
plants  we  shall  be  offering, 
however,  do  not  come  accom¬ 
panied  with  a  pond  and  conse¬ 


quently  look  rather  ungainly  in 
their  4”  or  6”  pots.” 

Dwarf  rhododendrons  are  also 
featured  including  varieties  from 
Northwest  hybridizers  such  as  War¬ 
ren  Berg  and  Ned  Brokenbough. 
Several  of  the  new  Peter  Cox 
hybrids  named  for  shore  birds  will 
be  available.  And  a  wide  selection 
of  species  will  be  offered,  thanks  to 
the  Rhododendron  Species  Foun¬ 
dation. 

Many  plants  have  been  pro¬ 
pagated  from  members’  gardens, 
from  heirloom  varieties  or  choice 
cultivars  collected  in  England, 
France  or  other  countries. 

Both  finished  bonsai  and  plants 
suitable  for  training  will  be  offered. 
And  many  other  special  trees  and 
shrubs  have  been  listed.  Unlisted 
single  plants  of  great  rarity  will  also 
be  available  to  early  bird  buyers. 

Members  who  would  like  to  help 
at  the  sale  are  very  welcome,  says 
the  hard-working  committee.  Mrs. 
Leonard  Wilcox,  Plant  Sale  chair 
for  many  years,  is  serving  as  Ad¬ 
visor  for  this  year’s  sale.

Places  to  Visit 

There  are  grand  gardens  to  visit 
wherever  you  go.  I’m  especially 
reminded  of  that  after  a  recent  trip 
to  Ohio  where  I  visited  several 
public  gardens  which  would  be  well 
worth  your  time. 

Stan  Hywet  Hall  and  Gardens, 
Akron,  is  a  70-acre  estate  of  the 
Seiberling  Rubber  family,  now  a 
public  garden.  Large  formal  gar¬ 
dens  include  especially  good  collect¬ 
ions  of  perennials,  shrubs  and  trees. 

The  Civic  Garden  Center  of 
Cleveland  is  a  complex  of  gardens 
and  educational  efforts  which  has 
been  re-greening  Cleveland  for 
generations  now.  Particularly 
noteworthy  are  the  Japanese  garden 
and  the  rose  garden.  Not  far  from 
downtown  Cleveland,  the  Garden 
Center  merges  with  a  public  park  to 
make  a  large  green  area. 

The  Holden  Arboretum,  near 
Cleveland  at  Mentor,  is  over  3,000 
acres  with  extensive  plantings  of 
conifers  and  deciduous  trees  as  well 
as  many  broadleaf  and  deciduous 
shrubs.  The  conifer  and  crabapple 
collections  are  outstanding.  Exten¬ 
sive  landscaping  around  Lantern 
Court,  a  25  acre  estate,  has  some 
choice  woodland  plants,  perennials, 
a  conservatory  and  a  developing 
rock  garden. 

Kingwood  Center,  Mansfield,  is 
a  small  gem  of  a  garden  on  40  acres, 
the  former  estate  of  an  officer  of 
Ohio  Brass  Company.  Formal  al- 
lees  dramatize  the  rolling  character 
of  the  property  and  island  beds  of 
flowers  are  sprinkled  over  a  hill¬ 
side.  All  are  charmingly  integrated 
with  greenhouses,  estate  houses  and 
educational  buildings.

NHS  Grants  Made 

Several  grants  have  been  funded 
by  NHS  in  recent  months  to  sup¬ 
port  horticultural  activities  in  the 
Northwest. 

The  Center  for  Urban  Horticult¬ 
ure,  Seattle,  was  given  $15,000  as  a 
continuation  of  NHS  commitment 
to  its  support. 

Grants  have  also  been  made  tOj 
the  Rhododendron  Species  Found¬ 
ation,  Federal  Way,  $1,000;  Berry 
Botanical  Garden,  Portland,  $500; 
and  Bellevue  Botanical  Garden, 
Bellevue,  $500. 
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Call  for  Seed  for 
Seed  Exchange 

The  NHS  Seed  Exchange  of 
“horticulturally  interesting”  plants 
is  looking  for  seed  of  good  varieties 
before  the  end  of  December, 
according  to  Mrs.  Phil  Duryee, 
chair. 

Seed  should  be  cleaned  and 
labelled  with  the  best  identification 
possible,  including  the  elevation 
where  it  is  collected.  If  not  iden¬ 
tifiable,  a  portion  of  a  plant  should 
be  included  so  that  identification 
can  be  made. 

Good  garden  species  are  the 
rewards  of  the  seed  exchange, 
whether  choice  alpines,  good 
shrubs  or  herbaceous  perennials. 
And  of  very  special  kinds,  as  few  as 
ten  seeds  would  be  welcome  but,  of 
course,  more  seeds  would  be  prefer¬ 
red  so  they  could  be  shared  with 
more  members. 

Last  year  nearly  500  species  and 
cultivars  —  including  ferns  —  were 
available,  sent  by  donors  from 
Europe,  all  over  the  United  States 
and  Canada. 

The  seed  list  will  be  available 
shortly  after  the  close  (before  mid- 
February)  so  that  NHS  members 
can  get  started  with  the  new  seeds.

One  Source  of  Seed 

The  following  is  a  portion  of  a 
letter  to  Sylvia  Duryee  from  one 
seed  supplier  to  the  NHS  Seed  Ex¬ 
change.  Both  Norman  Singer  and 
Geoffrey  Charlesworth  spoke  here 
at  the  ARGS  Study  Weekend  last 
winter. 

Dear  Sylvia, 

These  are  not  my  seed  contribu¬ 
tions  for  your  seed  list  which  will  be 
sent  in  neat  order  and  with  an  ac¬ 
companying  alphabetical  list  (here 
speaks  an  ex  co-chair  on  the 
American  Rock  Garden  Society 
Seed  Exchange.) 

Earlier  in  the  summer  a  ‘friend’ 
sent  me  this  packet  of  fern  spores 
which  I  put  aside  to  ‘think’  about.  I 
don’t  know  about  the  viability  of 
fern  spores  but  —  forgive  me  —  I 
don’t  usually  do  ferns.  I  know 
you’ll  consider  it  heresy  but  we  are 
surrounded  by  forest  full  of  ferns 
and  it  seems  perverse  to  start  on 
them  for  the  garden  —  especially  in 
view  of  the  4-5,000  species  we  do 
plant.  (We  probably  lose  as  many, 
too.)  In  any  case,  I  thought  perhaps 
there’s  something  in  here  you  might 
want.  If  not,  just  dispose  of  them  as 
you  wish. 

We  had  a  great  surplus  of  seedl¬ 
ings  from  Geoffrey’s  (Charles- 
worth)  over  2,000  +  my  own  1 ,400 
packets  of  seed  sown  this  year  (you 
know  how  greedy  we  are)  so  we  had 
a  benefit  plant  sale  —  proceeds  to 
go  to  Connecticut,  New  England 
and  our  newly  formed  Berkshire 
ARGS  chapter  (purchaser’s 
choice).  We  raised  a  resounding 
$1,229.00  —  one  half  of  which  went 
to  ARGS  national  for  our  East 
European  sponsorship  program. 
We  live  on  an  isolated  dirt  road  so 
you  can  imagine  what  over  70  cars 
looked  like. 

I  will  be  sending  seeds  in  shortly 
for  NOHS  but  I’m  not  sure  where 
they  go.
